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Introduction 


The Comics Research Bibliography began as an online resource in 1996. John 
Bullough, struck by the success of the Grand Comics Database crowd-sourcing 
project, proposed a companion project of a compilation of works about comics. 
Michael Rhode was the only member to join him in compiling an online Comics 
Research Bibliography. Bullough selected a citation format and created a web 
interface hosted on his school’s server. We both contributed citations, from our local 
newspapers and collections, especially from Rhode’s books and magazines. In the 
early days of the Internet, we were unaware of John Lent’s similar project which he 
had started for an academic publisher. Both online library catalogues and 
booksellers have made it less necessary to have an author’s books listed, but it 
seemed silly to have reviews of the books and not the citation for the book itself, so 
collections of comics were added fairly early in the project. Since updates to the 
online version have stopped, Rhode has decided to produce a semi-annual print and 
electronic version to fill the gap. He and Lent began working together on the 
International Journal of Comic Art over a decade ago, and at the conclusion of Lent’s 
publishing contract, began sharing bibliographic data. Two previous print appeared 
as Volume 11, Number 3 of International Journal of Comic Art (626 pages) and 
Comics Research Bibliography, 2012 (two volumes, 832 pp.). This bibliography is a 
continual work in progress — the authors literally have thousands of additional 
citations waiting to be formatted and included. Many new articles have appeared due 
to the growing acceptance of comic art as a subject of interest at the same time the 
Internet has become a mass publishing media. As the years passed, and the Internet 
expanded, online citations grew far more rapidly than print ones. We are trying to be 
a quality filter by only grabbing substantive articles, or interviews off the web. If 
one types ‘Fantagraphics’ into Google’s search engine, one million results are 
returned, but if you look at the Fantagraphics entry here, hopefully we will have 
some substantive pieces on the company that will be useful for research. 


A word of caution -— this bibliography is best used in conjunction with Lent’s 10- 
volume set of Comic Art Bibliography, Rhode & Bullough’s online Comics Research

there have been added here yet), Joachim Trinkwitz’s Bonn Online Bibliography of 
Comics Research at http: //www.comicforschung.uni-bonn.de/ , and Randy Scott’s 
Index to and List of the Comic Art Collection at http://comics.lib.msu.edu/ . It is 
neither feasible nor possible to duplicate efforts, and it would not be desireable 
either, as we all work together and have helped each other. 


Subject headings are derived from the 10-volume series by Lent. Modifications by 
Rhode are in italics; Underlined or struck-through headings are mistaken and should 
not be reused in that location, but may point you to information in one of Lent’s 
earlier volumes. Subheadings may be used under any other major heading. Topics 
not large enough to merit a subheading should still be filed as close to alphabetical 
as possible i.e. a cartoonist with a last name starting with ‘B’ should be in the A-C 
section of CARTOONISTS AND THEIR WORKS, not in the general section. For Global 
(or world-wide) articles, see the section before the Europe heading. As traditional, 
Mac and Mc precede Ma in the subject headings; however in the citations themselves 
they are arranged as a computer would sort them —- Ma, Mac, Mc. This arrangement 
is in transition, and will eventually be replaced by the computer order. * marks 
entries or articles that are new since the last printed version — 9,616 of them. 


The blank branches are hold-overs from John Lent’s previous 10 volumes. Rhode 
pulled Lent’s arrangement schema out of his books, merged it back into one 
document, and then began populating it anew and adding to it as necessary. 
Interested readers may now buy a copy of The Lent Comic Art Classification System 
at Lulu.com. If there is a blank entry in this version of the CRB, then there is some 
entry in one of Lent’s print volumes that might be useful to you. Parenthetical 


information, marked with [] has been added by the compilers as tags for computer 
searches. For material on DC and Marvel ‘Universes’ see COMIC BOOK — CONTENT, 
FORM - Genre - Superhero. As anime and manga have spread worldwide, heading 
for these can be found under countries other than Japan. In the US, ‘anime’ is under 
ANIMATION - Genres & Types — Anime. WEBCOMICS or internet comics have a new 
upper level section (3a. Web Comics, webcomics), after formerly being a subheading 
under COMIC BOOKS - TECHNICAL AND TECHNOLOGICAL ASPECTS. Citations for CGI 
Animation were included in the early years of the technology, but as it has become a 
mature technology used in every large film, it no longer is, nor are movies with a 
significant component of CGI unless they mimic traditional animation styles. 


If a book is by a single cartoonist, it is usually cited under that cartoonists name 
rather than the book’s title. For example, see Clowes, Daniel for Ghost World. A 
cartoonist may be included in the country of one’s birth, but also might be found in 
one’s adopted country, or under the listing for the country that one’s work is most 
associated with. We’ve tried to provide cross-references in these cases. 


If an Internet link no longer works, try the Internet Archive at 

http: //www.archive.org to see if a version of it was captured and stored. When a 
link is prefaced with ‘Online at...’ one can assume a version also appeared in print, 
possibly with a different title and/or content. 


Obviously there’s scores, or hundreds or thousands of entries that could be included 
but aren’t yet. This project, like any type of bibliographic description of a living field, 
needs to grow and change on a daily basis. Future editions will include new listings 
with new creators and new characters, and probably entirely new categories for 
those listings to be nested under. In the meantime, we hope that this classification 
scheme may be of use in understanding the wide scope of comic art. 


The big stories covered in this time period were the Simpsons reaching a 500th 
episode and heading to be the longest running television series, Trudeau daring to 
discuss abortion in the Doonesbury comic strip, the restart yet again of Valiant’s 
comic books, DC relaunching Watchmen with prequels, Matt Groening ending Life in 
Hell, the continuing success of comic book movies, the new success of comic book tv 
series, Mary and Bryan Talbot’s book Dotter of Her Father’s Eyes winning a major 
literary prize, Spider-Man dying again...twice or more, the staggering growth of 
comic cons including in Asia, Alison Bechdel winning a MacArthur genius grant (after 
Ben Katchor’s), Roz Chast being a National Book Award finalist, March vol. 3 winning 
a National Book Award, Frozen being a major animation hit for Disney rather than 
Pixar, Bill Watterson re-engaging with comics, Amazon purchasing Comixology, 
zombies becoming popular in The Walking Dead and Afterlife with Archie series, 
Disney & Marvel settling with the Kirby estate, the Danish comic strip WuMo 
launching successfully in the US, the murder of Charlie Hebdo cartoonists by 
terrorists in France, Alison Bechdel’s Fun Home becoming a successful musical, DC 
Comics moving to California from New York, women creators entering the field in 
increased numbers especially in alternative comics, ‘A Charlie Brown Christmas’ 
turning fifty years old, DC & Marvel rebooting their universes multiple times, 
academics establishing Comic Studies Society , the creation of the Billy Ireland 
Cartoon Library and Museum at Ohio State University, comic book writers moving 
over to writing television, auction prices for original art going very high, Gene Luen 
Yang becoming a National Ambassador of Young People’s Literature for the Library 
of Congress (and also being a MacArthur “Genius” grant winner), Nick Sousanis 
writing the first Ph. D dissertation in comics form, Al Jaffee being declared the 
longest working cartoonist, the rising popularity of digital delivery of comics, Marvel 
reworking many of their top characters to be more diverse and hiring the first black 
woman writer in comic books, the Angouleme festival being censored for not naming 
a single female nominee for their Grand Prix, Singapore withdrew a grant from 
Sonny Liew’s tour-de-force The Art Of Charlie Chan Hock Chye, Peanuts being 
completely reprinted by Fantagraphics with the last book introduced by President

Obama, Dylan Horrocks receiving a 2016 New Zealand Arts Laureate Award, sexual 
harassment being acknowledged in the comic book industry, Fantagraphics 
continuing after the death of co-publisher Kim Thompson (2013), Chris Oliveros 
stepping down from his role as Drawn & Quarterly publisher (2015), best-selling 
"Asterix" and "Corto Maltese" series continuing with new albums but without their 
original creators, Bob Mankoff departing as the New Yorker cartoon editor, Disney 
buying 21%t Century Fox, the stunning success of the Black Panther movie, the death 
of Steve Ditko and Stan Lee just months apart....
